molds  our  destiny.  The  rays  emanat- 
ing from  the  sun  and  terminating  at 
the  border,  seem  to  emblazen  the  in- 
scription across  the  sky, thereby  in- 
dicating the  dawn  of  a new  era  for 
RNS,  and  perhaps  another  35  eventful 
years.  The  lighthouse,  of  course, 
stands  as  a beacon  to  light  man's 
safe  vovage  across  life's  troubled 
waters . "

He  thought  that  this 
Friday  evening  was  a good  time  to  put 
a stop  to  it  all,  even  though  it  was 
his  wife's  birthday. 

The  phone  rang  but  this  time  Gale  did 
not  answer.  Within  five  minutes  a 
car  passed  in  front  of  his  home,  cir- 
cled the  block  about  ten  times,  and 
then  came  to  a stop.  Two  men  approa- 
ched the  house,  rang  the  door  bell 
several  times  and  then  left.  Again 
they  circled  the  block  a dozen  more 
times  and  then  stopped.  The  men  came 
up  on  the  porch  and  shined  a flash- 
light into  the  house.  Thinking  no 
one  was  a home, they  broke  in.  Gale, 
armed  with  a .38  caliber  revolver, 
told  the  men  to  get  their  hands  up. 
When  Boryca  made  a lunge  at  Gale,  he 
fired  inself-defense.  The  other  man 
ran  out  of  the  door  and  drove  away 
in  the  car.  Boryca  collapsed  on  the 
porch. Gale  gives  this  warning  to  all 
club  members:  "Be  alert. The  boys  are 
at  it  again  and  who  knows,  you  may 
be  next."

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EXPERT  ADDED  TO  ANACS  PANEL 

Arnold  Margolis,  Publisher  of  Error 
Trends  Coin  Magazine,  will  lend  his 
experience  with  "mint  errors"  to  ANA 
Certification  Service  (ANACS), as  one 
of  the  panel  of  specialists  who  con- 
tribute their  expertise  in  the  vari- 
ous numismatic  areas. 

Charles  Hoskins,  ANACS  Director,  re- 
ported that,  to  date,  ANACS  has  re- 
ceived four  different  "1804"  dollars 
submitted  for  certification, but  none 
of  them  required  the  specialized  ex- 
pertise of  any  ANACS  panel  members. 

Four  "1894-S"  U.S.  dimes  also  were 
seen  by  ANACS,  much  to  the  dlsapppol- 
ntment  of  owners  of  the  coins.  Pri- 
ces reported  by  the  4 owners  ranged 
from  $13,000  down  to  $50  paid  in  Ma- 
nila. 

U.S.  coins  account  for  about  72%  of 
all  coins  being  submitted  to  ANACS. 
Of  that  percentage , 1916-D  dimes  com- 
prise the  largest  group;  1893-S  dol- 
lars form  the  next  largest  group, and 
1909-S  "VDB"  cents  are  third . 

With  added  equipment  and  an  ever- 
growing demand  for  ANACS  services, 
the  American  Numismatic  Association 
Certification  Service  has  relocated 
to  a more  convenient  s lte .Originally 
operating  from  an  office  in  the  Nat- 
ional Bank  of  Washington,  ANACS  has 
moved  to  a new  location  in  another 
bank  with  almost  twice  the  space  as 
its  former  quarters. The  new  location 
is  more  convenient  to  the  Smithsonian 
Institution, the  Treasury  offices, and 
the  post  office. 

Persons  sending  in  coins  must  state 
the  amount  at  which  the  coin  is  va- 
lued and  a check  for  the  basic  exam- 
ination fee,  return  postage,  and  in- 
surance must  accompany  the  coin. 

The  basic  fee  for  regular  examination 
is  $6  for  a coin  valued  at  $150  or 
less, $9  for  a coin  from  $150  to  $300, 
and  $12  for  a coin  from  $301  to  $500. 
For  a coin  $501  or  more,  3f  is  char- 
ged, but,  regardless  of  how  high  the 
value  of  the  coin  might  be  placed, 
the  maximum  base  fee  can  be  no  more 
than  $500.
